Misrepresenlation.. 

Uiideaably to misrepresent and mis- 
quote ail opponent is tbe strong suit 
of our local contemporary. In a truly 
oharacteristio article ydsterday it 
charges us with having said that Mr.

How does this cohi- 
port -Jwifli - the organ's state- 
uiehf a" w.eek ago to the effect 
that two miHions were offered and 
that, the country had to thank Wal- 
kom's mission to London for it? 
• Really all this misrepre.seutation,' pre- 
varication and backing and llUiiig ill 
hccomos a public jounialist in dealing 
with 11 ([uostiou of siu^li prt)foiind ini- 
portauco. Wo only repeat oursolve.s 
when w« .stato that the terms which 
arc otlVred now wore olleiod .si-K moiitb.s

DoCos- 
luos was eiitiroly ignorant of the 
manner in which the land had boon 
taken up; ia fact he admits he kbew it, 
and knowing that, ho must have known a 
groat dnal more, as to the possible valid- 
ity of the tenure, nnd the certainty of tho 
land being seuuie ia every l espect boforo 
ho would oli'ar it for sale. Everyone 
knows tli.it tho first question asked Ly a 
foreii^n buyer would bo as to whethor tho 
miiio was in fee simple, and ho was not 
HO stupid as to invito negotiations with- 
onl being ablo to givo a direct answer. If 
any one luenibor of the Government was 
iiitoreHled in 'I'oxada, it is not very likely 
ho would leave out his eolleagnos. The 
nooossity for a ])erfoct undersfunding 
ivith all tho Dcpartniouts, must have ac- 
quired o satisfactory basis in order to eu- 
siiro the abieinJo of 'any le^fal oh<tiolo.

tout to all that without some chock the 
most outrageous corrn])tioii would jier- 
iii'^ate tlio whole public service, and we 
are awaro that the present (iovcrniueiil 
Imvo dcnio all ia their power to make 
t hciuuelves independent of public opinion .
